ADVISORY ACTION 

The amendment filed January 8, 2007 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because the amendment raises new issues that require further consideration 
and/or search: 

1. The amendment raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. Claim 7 
contains the following structural fragments (see below) in the definition of R4, which lack 
antecedent basis in claim 1 on which claim 7 is dependent.

The amendment deletes the terms "aminoheterocyclyl" and "lower alkylamino heterocyclyl" 
from the definition of R4 in claim 1. 

2. The amendment raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 103 that require further consideration. 
The proposed amendment deletes the term "lower alkylamino heterocyclyl" from claim 1 thereby 
removing the compounds disclosed in WO 04/99186 from the claimed genus. However, the 
claim contains compounds that are structurally analogous to the compounds taught in the 
reference. The reference teaches compounds of formula (1) wherein R6 or R7 represents a radical 
having formula (2): 



iH-O-t^ 
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wherein X is defined to be oxygen or NH and R 9 is defined to be heterocycle. Therefore, the 
reference taught genus includes compounds wherein -CH2-NH-heterocycle or -CH2-O 
heterocycle are attached to the phenyl ring of formula (2). The instant amendment deletes the 
term 'lower alkylamino heterocycle' which removes the reference disclosed compounds which 
contain -CH 2 -NH-piperazinyl. However, the instant claims contain the term "lower alkyl 
oxyheterocyclyl" which represents a group -alkyl-O-heterocyclyl, and falls within the reference 
genus. The reference teaches the equivalence of -O- and -NH- as they are taught as alternatives 
and it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to substitute oxygen in 
place of the -NH- group disclosed for reference compounds.
